Shanghai, To-day. 

A message from Amoy atates 
that a conference of Japanese Con- 
sula in South China will be held 
on September 21, in Formosa, un- 
der the auspices of the Governor 
of Formosa. 

Japanese Consuls at Hong Kong, 
Canton, Foochow, Amoy and other 
ports in South China have been {n- 
vited to attend the conference.
